"AN OLD EMBLEM’ PUT ‘TO, A NEW 


Mr. 
American Chargé. d’Affairea at Peking 
in. the interval between the departure of 
Mr. Calhoun and the arrival of Dr. Paul 
Reinsch, and who,. moroover, has‘ spent 
nearly half his life in.China, made the 
following, interesting reference-to the 
flag..of the Chinese: Republic in a speech 
at the American. College Club dinner. iz 
Peking some days ago :-— 

Reéférring to the flags of China and 
America which were hung crossed ‘behind 
him, Mr. Williams alluded to the change: 
which the former signallised in China. 
The Imperial ensign was gone, he said, 
the b’ue dragoa no longer tried to sw allow 
the red gun. It was stated that nine suns. 
had already descended. into his capacious 
hetly.. Thank Heaven, one sun waa left—~ 
the Sun of Freedom, which still shone over’ 
all, God grant that no dragon might 
ever ‘eclipse its-brightness!.
